THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


New Method Adopted in Making the Montlr- 
ly Statements. 

Wasainotox, April 1.—The decrease of the 
public debt for the month of March amounts 
to $482,000. There isa delay in the prepara- 
tion of the statement, and it has not, at this 
hour 7*p.m., been made public. Two astate- 
ments will be issued, one in the usual form, 
and another in the form suggested by C, N. 
Jordan, of New York. he latter form 
will show the reduction in the amount of cash 
in the treasury as made up from the following 
accounts: gold and silver certificates, United 
States notes held for certificates of deposit 
under the act of June 8, 1872. The following 
accounts are represented as unavailable: 
Coin, speaker’s certificates, the 
fum placed to the credit 
of reserve for the redemption of legal tenders, 
$100,000,000. The debt statement will be'in- 
creased by the Pacific railroad bonds, and the 
accrued interest about $65,300,000. 

WHAT THE STATEMENT SHOWS. 

The debt statement issued to-day, according 
to the form heretofore’ issued, shows 
the decrease of the public-+ debt during 
month of March to be $483,747.98, the decrease 
of the debt since June 30, 1884, $44,610,633.60; 
cash in the treasury $454,474,174.30; gold cer- 
tificates outstanding, $152,337,530; . silver 
certificates outstanding, $143,361,841; certifi- 
cates of deposit, $27,215,000,000; refunding 
certificates outstanding, $248,200,000; legal 
tenders outstanding, $346,68),916.00; frac- 
‘tional currency, noi including amount eati- 
mated as lost or destroyed, $6,967,099.67. 

Appended to the debt statement is a table 
bearing the caption “Reconciliation,” which 
explaina the differences between the old and 
new methods of stating the debt. By the new 
form the statement of the debt is increased 
April 1 by the items of the Paciffe railroad 
and’ interest thereon $65,631,204.68, and de- 
creased by gold and-silvercertificates and cer- 
tificates of deposit, all in cash,;-$¢%056,605. 
The  tetal- debt, new form, is stmted 
at $1,585,958,376.18 on April first. 
form the debt, less cash in the treasury April 
first, is stated at $1,405,439,602.20 and March 
first $1,405,023,350.18, showing a decrease of the 
debt during March of $48,374,798. by the new 
form the debt, less cash in the treasury April.

THE DYING GENERAL. . 


HIS LAST HOURS WATCHED BY 
FRIENDS, 


Suffering from Weakness, His Stretigth is Giving 
Way to the Ravages of His Disesase—His 
Death Looked for Momettarily : 
~The Events of the Day, ‘Etc. 


New York, April 1.—At 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing Harrison, General Grant’s vatet, drove in 
haste for Rev. Dr. Newman, and Dr. Shrady 
by call hurried to-the seneral’s residence. 
Dr. Newman says that General Grint’s condi- 
tion .is serious, and that it is believed the 
worst is near. Dr. Newman and Senator 
Chafiee arrived: at General Grant’s residence 
at5:50a.m. At 6:05 the servant went to a 
drug store tor medicine for Mrs.Grant, who 
bad become nervous. U. 8. Grant, Jr., ar- 
rived at the house at 6:10, and his wife, who 
is at the St. Clond hotel, was sent for at 6:25. 

10 a.m.—Authentic information at this hour 
is to the effect ‘that General Grant is failing 
fast, and that it is only a question of a few 
hours until the end is reached. He is grad- 
ually sinking, but is not suffering pain. 

DR. NEWMAN INTERCEPTED. 

At 9:45 o’clock this morning, Rev. Dr. New- 
man left General Grant’s house. He was met 
by several reporters, and said: 

‘The general solemnly realizes the fact of 
his prolonged suflerings, but the strength of 
his intellect and the calmness of his mind are 
won derful.’”’ : 

A’ visitor who left the house at 10 o’clock 
said that the general had rallied, and was ° 
conscious and composed.

At 11:30 a. m. it was stated that Grant was 
sitting up and feeling better. The consultation 
takes place at 2 p. m.

GENERAL BADEAU'’B STATEMENT. 

At 12 25 p. m. General Badeay left General 
Grant’s house to send a private message from 
the telegraph office. While there he said 
that General Grant was very low and was 
sinking rapidly; that he may die in an-hour, 
and may live three or four days. ‘The gen- 
eral,’”’ said he, “is sitting up all the time ex- 
eept at long intervals, when he lies down for 
a little time. He is Ssurrounded by 
al] the members of his family 
and the doctors in attendance.’’ 

General Badeau telegraphs to.Colonel Payne 
at Washington, to the.effect thafat a consul- 
tation of the physicians of General Grant this 
afternoon, it was doubtful if his throat was in 
a condition to be examined, but that if it 
should be in condition it was doubtful if any 

“good result would follow, because the disease 
of the throat is regarded as beyond the control 
of the physitian. 

Colonel Fred Grant.at 2:45, said his father 
was weak, and “1 think failing, and wiil 
hardly, live through the night.” 

. ‘General John C. Robinson cailed at the 
Grant house this afternoon, and was told by 
Colonel Fred Grant that his father was very 
low. At2:45p.m., Drs. Barker atid Sands 
left the general’s house after consultation. 
Dr. Barker said that General Grant would tive 
through the night if no serious complication 
should arise. 

THE DOCTORS’ CONSULTATION. 

At 2:45 Ganeral Grant was visited by Drs. 
Barker, Sands, Shrady and Douglas. ‘I1is con- 
dition.is an improvement upon that of the 
night. Ife has no pain in swallowing; takes 
his light food as usual, and is free trom the 
accumulation of the secretion in the nostrils; 
has bad no attack of choking and no return of 
the weakness. His pulse is still quite 
feeble, and his vitality is considerably im- 
paired. He has not been unconscious at any 
time. 

5 p. m.— General Grant is still comfortable. 
No especial change reported. ~ 

General Frederick Dent came out of General 
Grant’s house at 5:45p.m. He said:that the 
general was much worse than the physicians 
cared tosay. Thefollowing bulletin was is- 
sued at 6 p.m: 

“General Grant bears up nobly. Within the 
last half hour he has coughed considerably on ac- 
count ofthc accumulated secretion. He suffers 
some painin his throat, which has been some- 
what relieved by gergles.”’ 

At 7:15 p. m. General Grant was very low, 
and believed to be sinking. 

HE IS SINKING RAPIDLY. 

About 6:30 p.m. Colonel Fred Grant sent 
the following dispatch toa friend in Wash- 
ton: 

‘‘Father is sinking rapidly.”’ 

RESTING IN BED. 

At 8:30 p. m., General Grant is resting in 
bed. He hastaken his usual nourishment 
without inconvenience. The pain in his throat 
and his cough are relieved. His general con- 
dition is encouraging. 

At 9 o’clock, four detectives from the police 
headquarters were patrolling im the vicinity 
of the Grant mansion. The windows of the 
general’s bedroom are being opened every now 
and then, as though to give the patient air. 
It 18 said that General Dent, the invalid’s 
brother-in-law, has bean sent for. 

The universal feeling of sorrow that the 
general should be passing away is seen in the 
numerous condolatory telegrams. received 
every day. Most of them are from persons in 
the youth, who have heretofore been accus- 
tomed to couple the name of Grant and “the 
Yankee general” together. General fitz 
Hugh Lee, the nephew of the southern léader, 
Robert E. Lee, senta telégram saying that 
the heart of the south was throbbing like the 
northern pulse, and that the prayers of all 
were for his recovery. 

When Senator Stanford came out of the 
house’. at 9:15 he said in reply 
to an inquiry from an 
associated press reporter: “General Grant is 
now propped up in two chairs. He is suilering 
very much pain. The doctors hope he will 
pull through the night. I believe he will live 
until morning.”

JAMES GORDON BENNETT SUED. 


A Hitherto Suppressed Scandal Likely to be 
Fully Ventilated in the Courts. 

New Yorx, April 1.—A great scandal has 
cropped out in the Brooklyn circyit court 120 
the care of Justine Pedstrom against Edward 
Van Ness.

The plaintiff procured f judgment, 
the order of reference was set aside, 
and the catige restored tothe calendar of the 
court of common pleas. Before it came to trial 
she signed a paper agreeing to settle for $5,000, 
of which she got over half.

THE STORY OF ANORTH OBORGIA 
TRAGEDY, , 


Bob Woody Arrested tor the Murder of a Man 
Whom He Had Killed by Mistake, Vaking Him 
for @ Party Ageinset Whom Ge Had 4 
Grudge -— A Terribie Fight. 


Firway, Ga., April 1.—(Special.]—Yesterday, 
about twenty miles from here, on Noonateotly 
creck, in Fannin county, Bob Woody was captured 
and brought here Jast night and lodged in jail. 
charged with the killing of William Kimsey, in 
Gilmer county. Woody livesin Fannin, and was 
taken at his home. The killing occurred ata 
church house on the Blue Ridge, just afcteracon- 
gregation, who had been attending divine service, 
had been dismissed. It wasinthe night, and the 
the killing of Kimsey was accidental, Woody en- 
deavoring atthe timeto kill Webb Findley. Oa 
that evening Woody was traveling the road near 
the church with a wezon and yoke of oxen, anda 
jug of brandy, and was intoxicated. He ascertain- 
ed that Findiey was ahead o! him going 
toward the church. He hurried 
vp reached the church during services and went 
in, finding Findley there. A bad state of feeling 
had for some time existed between these parties. 
When the congregation was dismissed, and in the 
yard of the church, a cifficuity sprang up between 
Woods and Findley, and both drew their weap- 
one, Findley a thirty-two cartridge and Woodya 
large capend ball Colt’s navy. The shots were 
almost simultaneous, but it is said that the report 
of Woody's pistol was heard first. Kimsey, the 
deceased, wes between them, or nearly so, and 
failed to get out of the way in time, and was mor- 
tally wounded in the body, the ball passing 
through. The combatants unloaded their pistols 
ateach other. Findley wasnot hit, but Woody 
was struck on the right band and in the shoulder. 
In probing the wound on Kimsey the patching of 
the ball was found, such as is used 
in loading capand bal! pistols, which indicates 
that Woodyshot him. The grand jury of this 
county found true bills for murder against both 
Woody and Findley. The latter is in the west, 
while the former has remained about his wild 
mountain home and defied arrest. A few nights 
ago our deputy sheriff, Pinson, with a posse, made 
a raidfor him upon his house and among his rela- 
tions and fnends in the neighborhood, but without 
success. As the posse cameout they were fired 
upon from ambush, when several shots were ex- 
changed. Jeff Edmundson, one of the posse, 
asserts that Woody was in the crowd, and that he 
recognized him. Our sheriff then authorized 
Edmundson to make the arrest, which he 
did, in com pavy with his brother 
Bill Edmundson and one William Thomas. These 
waylaid Woody's house during the night and till 
ten o’clock yesterday, before an opportunity of- 
fered.

The great majority of the young 
men of this country cannot afford to go into 
the crowded professions. Their education 
renders them sensitive, and thereis no worse 
morai wreck than that of asensitive man 
out of whom bard circumstance has ground 
all seli-respect.

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FOR NINETY-NINE YEARS. 


The Southern Pacific Leased by the Central 
Pacific, 

New York, April 1.—It is learned from au- 
thentic sources that the whole line of the Cen- 
tral Pacific road and the branch north of Go- 
shen has been leased for a term of ninety-nine 
years tothe Southern Pacific company, the 
same corporation which recently leased the 
line of the Sunset route between 
Sean Francisco and New Orleans, The con- 
tract takes effect Aprill. The lessee agrees 
to maintain the property in good order and to 
assume all obligations in -respect thereto; all 
taxes charges and interest on its bonded and 
floating debt as the same may mature. The 
lessee is to receive as rental the minimum sum 
of $1,200,000 per annum, and so much more 
as the surplus earnings may justify up to the 
sum of $3,600,000. The latter sum is equal to 
6 per cent on its present capital stock of $59,- 
275,000. 


CANDLE WORKS ON FIRE. 


The Destruction of the Emory Brothers’ 
Estabiishment in Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, April 1.—The candle works of 
Emory Brothers took fire to-day, The fire 
started in the eastern portion of the large 
structure, where the candle manufacture was 
carried on.

COLON ALSO DESTROYED. 

New York, April 1.—A dispatch has beet 
received at the office of the Panama railroad 
company, in this city, which gives the follow- 
ing account of the destruction of Colon: 

_“The revolutionists have destroyed Colon by 
fire. The wharf of the Pacific Mail steamship com- 
pany is the only one which remains standing. The 
shops and the property on the beach are saved. 
Stop all freights. We need six wharf building 
gabgs, Material for the coustruction of wharfs, 
pile drivers. Charter a steamer and supply it with 
ample provisions tosustain the gangs while at 
work. Commuhication with Panama has been en- 
tirely cut off.’’ 

THE ACTION OF THE CABINET, 

Wasuinoton April 1.—The Aspinwall diffi- 
culty was discussed atthe conference this af- 
ternoon between Secretaries Bavard and 
Whitney, Mr. Adee, of the state dep artment; 
and Commodore Walker being present. Mr. 
Bayard, et the request of Mr. Whitney, defin- 
ed the treaty responsibilities of the United 
States in this matter. Mr. Bayard then went 
to see the president, and late this 
evening an informal meeting of the cabinet 
was hejd at the white house, at which the 
matter was fully discussed. The conclusion 
reached at this meeting was that while this 
government is not called upon to take cog- 
nizance of the internal  broils at 
Panema, vet it has by treaty 
gusranteod free and uninterrupted 
transit across the isthmus. Acting upon this 
conclusion, Secretary Whitney to-night tele- 
graphed orders to the commandant of the 
Brooklyn navy yard to getall. the available 
marines at the yard in readiness for immedi- 
ate departure, and to provide also some Gat- 
ling guns and men to handle them. He also 
sent the following dispatch to J. B. Houston, 
precident of the Pacific mail company at New 
York; 

The government peapoees to have the transit 
from Panama to Colon open and uninterrupted in 
the shortest possible time. In order that your 
company may avail itself of the advantages of 
this action afew days delay of your steamer to 
receive a shipment of armed forces willbe necessa- 
ry. How many can you take? 

Secretary Whitney has also telegraphed 
Captain Kane, of the Galena at Colon, and 
Consul Adamson, at Panama, for further in- 
formation as to the condition of the railroad 

nd steamship property, and whether tranit 
across the Isthmus remains open.-He said to- 
night that if their replies to these dispatches 
confirm the present advices, men and guns 
from the Brooklyn navy yard will be forward- 
ed immediately. He said further that the 
United States steamers Alliance and Swatara 
are now en route tor Colon, the Alliance from 
Key West ard the Swatara from New Orisany.

Three cars loaded with supplies 
will leave here to-night. Many ot the citizens 
ere utterly ruined, Allis quiet in Panama. 
Aizpura will send troope to hold Colon and 
prevent the expected pillage. 


THE NORTHWEST WAR. 


Zen Citizens Killed by the Indiaus— The 
Wires Cut, 

WinnepeG, Man., April 1.—A Free Press 
dispatch, just received at 12:30 a.m., from 
Battleford, says that the Indian instructors, 
Jemes Payne-and George E. Applegarth, of 
Eagle Hills, and two settlers, have been killed 
by the Stony Indians. The settlers coming in 
were robbed of horses, wagons and loads. 
Others are coming in from distant settlements 
in a destitute condition, and are collecting 
in the barracks, where all are 
awaiting help. They have plenty of provi- 
sions there, and can stand the siege for some 
time. The half-breeds are reported to be go- 
ing toward Clark’s crossing, to cut the tele- 
graph wires. The wires will probably be cut, 
and communication from Battleford broken 
to-morrow. The Indians in western Manito- 
ba, are showing signs of distrust, and will 
probably join the rebels. 

The latest dispatch received from Battleford 
last night briefly announces the killing of ten 
citizens, and the burning of the town. 

REIL’S ARMY REINFORCED, 

Sr. Pact, Minn., April 1.—A special to the 
Dispatch trom Winnepeg says: All the build- 
ings in Battleford were pillaged and 
burned. It is expected that Big Bear’s band 
and the Fort Pitt Indians will also join the re- 
bellion. Big Bear, with 800 warriors, is with 
Riel, who is nowsaid tohave 2,000 armed 
men, but no field pieces. It is not known 
when General Middleton will order the troops 
to advance. : 

TROOPS ORDERED OUT. 

Toronto, Ont., April 1—This afternoon 
Colonel Denison, deputy adjutant general, or- 
dered out the govornor general’s bodyguard 
for immediate active service. They will par- 
ade to. morrow at the Old Fort.
